Thirteen  years  ago. next  month,  on  September  15,  1963, 
an  explosion  triggered  by  fifteen  sticlts  of  dynamite  ripped 
through  the  16th  Street  Baptist  Church  in  Binningham, 
Ala.  The  blast  opened  gaping  boles  in  the  brown  sand° 
■ stone  building  that  had  become  a raying  point  for  blacks 
dii'ing  the  drive  to  desegregate  the  city’s  schools.  About 
2C0  people  bad  crowded  into  the  church  that  Sunday, 
end  within  mimiles  of  the  explosion  angtyp  bleeding  and 
confused  blacbji  poured  out  of  the  sanctuary.  Twenty  per- 
sons were  injured.  In  the  church’s  basement,  the  bodies 
of  four  black  girls  (three  were  14  years  old  and  one  was 
11)  were  found  buried  under  debris.  The  ^Is  bad  just 
heard  a Sunday  School  lesson  on  “The  Love  That  For- 
gives” and  were  changing  into  their  choir  robes  when  the 
bomb  went  off.  So  ferocious  was  the  explosion  that  one 
of  the  victims  was  decapitated.  Another  bad  an  apple- 
size  hole  gouged  into  the  back  of  her.  bead.  It  was  prob- 
ably the  most  vicious  crime  of  the  civil  rights  era  in  the

Two  years  later.  Reader's  Digest,  in  an  extremely  flatter- 
ing article  on  the  FBI,  reported:  “They  {FBI  agents] 
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lesponsible 

of  a Birmingham  Negro  church  in  which  four  small  girls 
were  killed.  Director  Hoover  ordered  them  to  keep  build- 
. ing  the  case  until  it  is  so  strong  that  no  jury  in  the  land 
could  refuse  to  convicL  So,  ever  since,  wherever  the 
killers  have  gone,  agents  have  haunted  them,  watching 
for  chances  to  add  more  evidence  against  them.”  Thus, 
Alabama’s  present  Atty.  Gen.  BilkBaxley  sounded  vaguely 
like  a broken  record  last  February  when  he  stated  that 
he  knows  the  names  of  the  “fiends”  responsible  for  the 
bombing  and  added,  “some  people  In  Jeffersoii  'County 
[in  which  Birmingham  is  located]  ought  to  be  pretty 
nervous  right  now."  ' . . . ■ 

But  wading  through  the  hyperbole  and  empty  prom- 
ises, one  gains  a very  different  impression.  The  facts  arc: 
no  one  has  ever  been  arrested  or  tried  for  the  bombing, 
not  a shred  of  evidence  has  ever  been  presented  to  a 
grand  jury  about  the  bombing  and,  despite  a recent  flurry 
of  publicity  about  a new  investigation,  the  solution  to  the 
case  is  apparently  no  nearer  today  Aan  it  was  thirteen 
years  ago.  Attempts  to  solve  it  have  been  hamstrung  by 
incompetence,  indifference  and  petty  feuds  among. politi- 
' ciaos  (notably  George  Wallace)  and  law-enforcement 
ofBcIaJs,  The  bickering  continues  to  this  day.  It  is,  as  one

The  bumbling  and  stumbling  began  almost  as  soda  as 
the  smoke  around  t'ne  church  had  cleared.  The  FBI  rushed 
twenty-five  bomb  experts  and  agents  to  the  scene,  and  a 
Justice  Department  spokesman  vowed  the  investigation 
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Would  br  '‘’hecnost  inlcnsc  sinci.  ; hunl  for  John  DD- 
lioficr.”  As  the  a^cnls  picked  through  the  rubble  in  Bir- 
mingham, George  Wallace  fumed  and  fidgeted  in  Mont- 
gomery. For  months,  the  Governor  had  been  whipping 
the  rednecks  into  a frenzy  with  increasingly  rabid  state- 
ments about  school  integration,  and  now  he  tvas  reaping 
what  be  had  sown.  Roy  JWilkins,  executive  secretary  of 
the  KAACP,'  called  the  atrocity  a “deliberate  mass  mur- 
der” encouraged  by  the  Governor.  “Wallace  is  as  guilty, 
as  if  he  himself  planted  the  bomb,”  said.John  P.  Roche 
of  the  Americans  for  Democratic  Action.  “The  blood  of 
four. little  children  is  on  your  bands,”  Dr.  Martin. Luther 
King  Jr.  bluntly  informed  Wallace  in  a telegram, 

. . Even  a dedicated  rabblctrouser  like  Wallace  was  quick 
to  realize  that , this  sort  of  publicity  was  not  likely  to 
enhance  his  image  as  he  prepared  his  first  campaign, for 
the  Presidency.  Something  had  to  be  done- — and  fast.  If 
(here  was  blood  on  his  .hands,  bj  God,  he  .wanted  it. 
washed  of?  before  the  New  Hampshire  pr im a > r •ir 
Wallace  quickly  decfded  that  hts  state  police  were  hot 
to  cooperate  with  other, law-enforcement  groups  working 
on  the  case.  He  didn’t  want  the  FBI  to  solve  it,  thereby 
allowing  J.  Edgar  Hooyer.'and  the  Kennedys  io  get -all 
the  credit  for  cleaning  up  a mess  in  Wallace’s  own  back 
yard.  “The  killing  of  those -children  was  a horrible  act 
that  shocked  the  nation,”  recalls  Burke  Marshall,  who  at 
that  time  headed  the  Gi%ul  Rights  Division  of  the  Justice 
Department..  “I  don’t  know  if  the  Governor  reacted  ^that 
way;  he  may  "have  looked  at  it  as  a political  problem.' 
There  was  absolutely  no  communication' between  Gov- 
ernor.Wallace  and  the  federal  government.”- .. 
i ;’  Vi'allace  entrusted  the  state’s  investigation  to  the  head 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  the  late  Col.  Albert 
J.  Lingo^  a "rough-and- tumble  south.' Alabaman  who 
became  something  of  a stale  hero  a couple  of  years  later 
fbr  ordering  the  ciubbing  and  tear-gassing  of  civil  rights 
marchers  in  Selma.  It  mattered  not  lo  NYallacc  that  Lingo 
was  an  outspoken  supporter  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  and 
that  the  prime  suspects  were  Xlansmen.  It  mattered ‘not 
to  Wallace  that  Lingo,  president  of  a <Jooi  manufacturing 
firm  before  his  appointment  as  the  state’s  lop  policcmau, 
knew  next  to  nothing  about  investigative  techniques  or 
law  enforcement.  None  of  this  mattered  to  Wallace.  He 
just  wanted  something  done  fast,  . . ;■  . ' 

■ So  while  the  FBI  was  conducting  a methodical,  pains- 
laVcing  investigation,  .Alabama’s  state  troopers  (“They 
acted  more  like  storm  troopers,”  says  Burke  Marshall) 
were  slinking  around  town  pursuing  the  strangest  “clues.” , 
Typical  of  Lingo’s  tactics  was  the  photographing  of  vir- 
tuc^y  every  white  person  who  attended  th,e  funerals  of 
the  four  murdered  black  girls.  According  to  a high-ranking 
state  official  who  is  familiar  with  the  case.  Lingo’s  men 
spent  “about  80  per  cent  of  ^heir  time  trying  to  prove  it 
was  blacks  who  bombed  the  church.”  Much  to  the  chagrin 
of  Wallace,  nothing  was  found  to  substantiate  that  theory. 
W'hen  tlic  ifoopers  weren’t  trying  to  pm  the  rap  on  the 
blacks,  they  wallowed  in  confusion,  “Nobody  knew  what 
was  going  on,”  a retired  state  investigator  admitted  re- 
cently. “All  we  knew  was  that  Wallace  and  L,ingo  wanted 
something  done,  whether  it  was  right  or  not.” 

Eventually,  the  state  did  do  something,  and,  predictably, 
it  was  the  wrong  thing.  Two  weeks  after  the  bombing. 
Lingo,  having  consulted  Wallace,  ordered  the  arrest  of

been  solved.  While  Wallace  bammed  it  up  for  reportei 
FBI  agents  complained  bitterly  that  the  stale  had  all  b 
ruined  their  investigation.  By  arresting  the  suspects  pr 
maturely,  Wallace  and  Lingo  had  alerted  the  bombe

The  whole  episode  was  so  transparently  stupid  that  Lingc

The  state’s  evidence  was  so  film' 
even  for  these  piddling  charges  that  two  of  the  cases  wej 
'thrown  out  of  court  and  the  third  ended  with  an  acquitt:

For  the  past  few  years  the  boinhing  has  been  little  mor 
than  a touchy  problem  for  the  Birmingham  Charnber  c 
Commerce.  No  one,  it  seems,  has  had  much  to  say  aboi 
the  incident — ^it’s  bad  for  business.  The  federal  statute  c 
limitations  on  almost  all  of  the  crimes  connected  with  ih 
case  has  expired,  leaving  the  only  hope  for  arrests  'wit 
the  state  and  the  Birmingham  Eolice  Department.  Stal 
officials  have  exhibited  little  interest  in  the  matter,  and  n 
one  expects  action  from  the  Birmingham  police,  wh
